Daniel Wcbster'.s OpinionK,- - If you are 
a farmer dissatisticd witli your work in 
life, or a young man who thinks farming 
beneath him, or a professional man who 
sneers at agrictiltural pursuits, or simply 
a curious reader glad to know the opinion 
of a great man on a great subject, read 
iho anecdote whicli the Boston "Journal ' 
tella of Daniel Webster. D.iniel Webster 
visited John Taylor, who worked on the 
Wobflter farm, in 1851.'. Taylor, in .speak- 
ing of him at that time, said: 

"His li^Uh and bodily strenslh are 
good for a" man of his ago. I will give 
you a sample: — Last Friday week we had 
fourteen tons of Engliali hay well made 
and ready to put in the barn in the after- 
noon. It was a busy d.iy on the farm 
and all who could handle a pitchfork 
^ore pressed into the service. When we 
came in to lunch in the forenoon Mr. 
Wsbster entered the kitchen, and in a 
playful manner and tone said: 

" '.John Taylor, what wages will you 
^ivo mo to work for you thi.s afternoon I' 

" 'I will "ive you half a dollar, sir." 

" 'Why, John Taylor, I cannot afl"o:d 
to work for that price; and you underrate 
my abilities. T can pitch asjmncli luiy as 
;u)y other man. ' 

" 'It ia on the .suppo.'iition, .-iir, th:it 
you are a good hand that I oiri.'r you tho.sc 
wages. Wo got our l)c.st men for a dolhir 
a day," Ho replied. 

" 'If this is the case, .fohn Taylor, 1 
am your man. I will tiiuHh my corres- 
pondence with tlu! (lopartiuLMit, eat nn 
«arly dinner and bo ready totiikc tlic tielil 
with you.' As nooning on tliat day wn.'i 
short, and by the lime tlie toaiii.H wore 
ready Mr. Webster made hi.s appearance, 
we drove into the field. The hay lay in 
wlnroTVs. Mr. Webster and myself pitch- 
ad on the same cart. He took a winrow 
on one side and I on the other. X ton 
was put on the cart, when he took the 
whip and droyo it up to the barn, leaving 
me in the meantime at work in the field. 
When unloaded ho "returned with tho 
emptj(;.cart, upon which wo pitched a ton, 
indkiiig' in all three tons between us th.at 
aftoriloon, and one ton and a half as his 
part of the work. It was a hot afternoon, 
and I observed what I had before seen 
when he .used muscular csertion, ho 
sweat more profusely than moat men; it 
literally pom'od ofl'of him like rain. 

"When I met him the next morning, 
said ho: 'John Taylor, I have slept sduii- 
der and feel in better houlHi than usual. 
How I wish T could only live ;is yon do. 
A farmer's life is tho moat rational mode 
i.f existence; good food, home raised, with 
healthful work for the day and Bound 
sleep for the night. It gives a man a clear 
head, a large heart and strong hands."

The club has 
no license to sell and it appeared in 
ovidonco that one James Foster, a m3tn- 
ber, purchased a bottle of whiskey and a 
bottle of beer of tho club, carried them 
away with him and then laid tho com- 
plaint. It was also shown that th(Te 
wore largo sales of liquor for consumption 
on the premises. Tho case w.as first taken 
before a inagistiato who convicted the 
manager of tho club on a charge of selling 
spirita without a licence. The case was 
carried on appeal lo tho Queen's Bench.

The 
grass is burnt up, and in many districts 
the water is .so scarce that bucket.s of wa- 
ter havo to be ciuxiod considerable distan- 
ces for farm purjiosca. Special prayers 
for rain arc being oflered in most of tho 
churclics.
